Ono thing, nevertheless, may be 
hinted a t; we should go lo the very extrem e 
of constitutioD a^autbority iii m aking aud en ­ 
forcing laws lo prevent ill-assorted m arriages; 
especially between persons of near degrees of 
consanguinity or with known family tendency 
to m ental aberration or moral obliquity. 
As 
it is thousands of children are born in this 


country annually who are destined to be a 
curse to their com panions and a source of 
danger and dam age to tho state. 
Idiocy per­ 
petuates its kind, fathers and m others crazed 
by a passion for drink send down the sam e 
awful appetite to govern and curse their chil­ 
dren after they themselves are dead and b u r­ 
ied; m urderers and crim inals set in m otion a 
continuous current of their own diabolic pro­ 
pensities, and society can do little or nothing 
more than to arraign, incarnate aud hang the 
personal products of these vicious fountains 
as they successively and inevitably break its 
laws. 
Jesse Pom eroy, the boy m urderer, did 
what lie inherited a desire to do; and while 
we do not now pretend to m easure bis culpa­ 
bility of th at of bis ancestors th ere can lie 
but little doubt.

P r is o n . 
The Poughkeepsie Eagle tells the following 
story in relation to lite nlloged running of a 
whiskey still in Sing Sing Prison, ^rumors of 
tho existence of which have before nppcared 
in print: 
“ Tin* distiller was a convict nam ed John 
Short. Iii 1867 he was con r id cd In Richmond 
county of receiving stolen good J, and sentenced 
to eight years’ im prisonm ent. 
His term being 
lessened by good behavior, lie was discharged 
on the 24th of M arch las!. 
He suys th at after 
lie got to Sing Sing lie behaved so well (b ath e 
was put to work under one of tho hall keep­ 
ers, aud employed in cleaning up rooms, Ac. 
Perceiving that there was a chance to m ake 
mouey, he sm uggled in such articles as sugar, 
coffee, lea, tobacco, cigars, Ac., and made 
lam e profits upo’u them . 
For a long tim e he 
had heard lite convicts lam enting th a t they 
could not obtain any liquor, although they 
were willing to pay any price for a d rin k .— 
Then this mail Short obtained all the m ateri­ 
als for a still, being aided by a convict and a 
keeper. 
He 
procured 
barley 
from bags 
brought to lite dock on a steam boat, 
and 
with I t m anufactured the whiskey, selling it to 
the convicts. 
H e run tho still night and day, 
selling seventeen quarts a day, getting SIG a 
q uart for it. 
He said the keeper who was in with him , 
but whose nam e ho would not disclose, made 
piles of m oney; so much, in fact, Hint lie wa* 
able to build a four-story house 
with tbe 
profits. 
This still was started under the ad­ 
m inistration of W arden Nelson. 
When Short 
left tbe prishn bv said he took $6,448 with 
him, all made out of the whiskey trade. 
As 
fast es he sold tho whiskey he sent Ids share 
of the mouey to a friend in Sing Sing. 
A 
large p art of it, however, he sewed up in the 
lining of ids shirt, which was Ids own prop* rty, 
He (laid to the keeper and Hie men who helped 
sell the whiskey more money than he got him ­ 
self. 
Tbe Aret y ear after lie started lie sold 
$30 worth per day. 
Short concluded ids in­ 
formation on the subject as follows: 
“ There wa* no difficulty lo getting all tho 
barley I wanted, ns largo quantities ure used 
in the soup, und the steam boat brings up 
num erous bagsful every week. 
It was easy to 
slip up when nobody was looking, rip a hole 
la a M g of barley, and fill the pails in a few 
m inutes. 
Nobody thought of looking to see 
what was in Hie pails, so there was no trouble 
in carry ing the burley into the store-room .— 
I used two large tubs belonging to the prison 
to m ake m ash in. 
They were wash tubs. 
Sometimes I sat up all night m aking whiskey. 
Next m orning I was weak aud felt bad. 
The 
doctorcouldu I tell w hat was the m atter, but 
said (bat my constitution was delicate aud o r­ 
dered out door exercise. 
Of course I knew 
what the trouble w as; but it helped me, as it 
gave m e the privilege of the grounds, and I 
could get all Hie barley I wauled. 
I tell you, 
sir, tho whiskey I m ade was of the very best 
quality. 
No m an could take two gtfiffie* of 
it without w ater. 
Sometimes lite convicts would get drunk, 
and then they wore locked up in the dark 
cell*. 
They never would tell where tho whis­ 
key cam * from, but told the W arden they 
found it in a bottle hcbiiKl a barrel, or gave 
some other excuse. 
All Hie troys said th at 
there never was such a m an as me in prison, 
and wlteu I left they all declared thai there 
never would be another Jim Short a t Sing 
Sing. 
(H ere Mr. Short smiled com placently.) 
On the 24lb of M arch—last m onth— I was dis­ 
charged. 
Four or live days Iii fore I quit the business 
and sold the still to another convict, who is 
now m aking whiskey in the prison. I got $100 
fur the still, and told him where lie could get 
another si ill m ade in case th at was discovered 
and taken away. I ain’t going to give you his 
name. 
H e is a right sharp fellow, aud one of 
his hoopers Is Iu with him, so It would not bo 
fair to tell. 
He has * got a good chance lo 
m ake a pile of mouey, and us he has lo stay 
at Sing ."wig for several years more, he ought 
lo m ake $20,000 th ar by the tim e lie is dis­ 
charged. 
I can’t ::iv* you Hie nam es of the 
keeler*,” Short continued, “ because if ev*r 
I go back lo Sing Sing I want to In; treated 
well. 
It I was to tell on thoro, and go back, 
tbev would be down on roe.”

So with silver and gold 
It is ihe clumsiest, [most inconvenient and 
most troublesome money in the world. 
Ttie 
man who carries twenty dollars in silver or 
two hundred in gold in his pocket, has a bad, 
aud he is continually making known to others 
by his motion what he has in his pockets 
But he can put the same amouut in currency 
or bills iu his vest pocket, carry it "more safe 
ly, aud find it answer all the purposes of 
uiouey much better than coin, jv ith one pro­ 
viso—it mu3l actually represent coin. 
Mr. Davis, with his companion] infants in 
tluance, mistakes the desires of the public. 
They don’t want to get rid of currency. 
It is 
handy, easy to carry, much more portable, in 
finitely lest risky, and altogether more suited 
to the wants of business. 
Like a bank check 
it fills a recognized need in financial, circles, 
and saves a vast amount of unnecessary 
trouble aud risk. 
But the {bank check mu3t 
commaud money,and so the fractional and oth­ 
er currency must command gold aud silver on 
deinaud. So much is this currency needed in 
business that we venture to predict, that out 
of the whole three hundred and eighty-two 
millions of greenbacks and three hundred 
millions of bank bills now iu circulation not 
five per cent, will be presented for permanent 
retirement in six months should specie pay 
ment be inaugurated on the fourth of July. 
The people do not want their pockets and tills 
filled with rags, but they have plenty of room 
and.welcome for promises to pay that will be 
paid.

less than fifteen years of age, could be pos­ 
sessed of the same motives for the commission 
of so grave an offence as might move an 
adult to the commission of the same crime. 
Indeed the boy’s own opinion concerning him­ 
self to the effect that he “ought to be put 
where he couldn’t do such things” shows the 
absence of a specific motive and proves the 
presence/)! au innato disposition to do the 
kind of wrong oí which bis latest horror is 
specimen. 
We do not now find it in our way 
to discuss the question of what ought to be 
done with him ; the local authorities must set­ 
tle that; but by means ofoa general allusion 
to the case, we would call attention to certain 
well-known, too little heeded facts of the nat­ 
ural world. 
There is a principle, plain as a 
mountain under the sunlight, and universal as 
matter, which governs the relations sustained 
to each other by all things; and that is the 
law of reproduction in kind; as we sow, we 
reap. The difficulty constantly encountered 
by courts and juries in administering justice in 
cases where 
there 
is 
a doubt 
of 
the 
prisoner’s sanity, indicates a force fighting 
against society which it is easier to point out 
than to provide for or to adjust. 
To be sure 
humau law means always to be merciful to­ 
wards partial or complete irresponsibility, and 
this fact is frequently used by unscrupulous 
lawyers to obtain the acquittal of the really 
guilty; but can we do anything to prevent the 
increase of actual insanity or the perversion 
of the moral faculties ? The answer is not 
ready at hand to so profound a query, involv­ 
ing, as it doe3, so many and so complicated 
elements. 
One thing, nevertheless, may be 
hinted at; we should go to the very extreme 
of constitutional authority in making and en­ 
forcing laws to prevent ill-assorted m arriages; 
especially between persons of near degrees of 
consanguinity or with known family tendency 
to mental aberration or moral obliquity.

ders.it unnecessary, are all beautifully adapt­ 
ed to their legitimate uses.—Dr. Mercy B. 
Jackson. 
—A practically fire proof joist, invented by 
Mr. Walker, promises to be an important ad­ 
dition to the means of erecting approximately 
fire proof edifices. 
This consists of a slip of 
wood five inches wide by livc-eighths of an 
inch thick, bolted between two flanged strips 
of quarter inch iron, making a beam quite as 
strong as those of wood ordinarily employed. 
The iron sides, in addition 
to affording 
strength, it is claimed, render the joist sub- 
tantially fire proof, while the center ot wood 
affords the means of putting down floors aud 
nailing on laths in the usual manner. 
The 
impediment to the manufacture of these joists 
heretofore has been the difficulty of rolling the 
flanged iron sides. 
This, however, has been 
successfully overcome, and the new invention 
promises to come into rapid nse.

T h e S to r y o f t h e S t i l l in S in g S lu g 
P r is o n . 
The Poughkeepsie Eagle telis the following 
story in relation to tho alleged running of a 
whiskey still iu Sing Sing Prison, ¡rumora of 
the existence of which have before appeared 
In print: 
The distiller was a convict named John 
Short. In 1867 he was convicted in Richmond 
county of receiving stolen good?, and sentenced 
to eight years’ imprisonment. His term being 
lessened by good behavior, he was discharged 
on the 24th of March last. 
He says tiiat after 
he got to Sing Sing he behaved so well that he 
wa3 put to work under one of the hull keep­ 
ers, and employed in cleaning up rooms, &c. 
Perceiving that there was a chance to make 
money, be smuggled iu such articles as sugar, 
coffee, ten, tobacco, cigars, <fcc., and made 
large profits upon them. 
For a long time he 
had heard ihe convicts lamenting that they 
could not obtain any liquor, although they 
were willing to pay any price for a drink.— 
Then this man Short obtained all the materi­ 
als for a still, being aided by a convict and a 
keeper, 
lie 
procured 
barley from bags 
brought to the dock on a steamboat, and 
with it manufactured the whiskey, selling it to 
the convicts. 
He ran tho still night and day, 
selling seventeen quarts a day, getting $16 a 
qnsrt for it. 
He said the keeper who wa3 in with him, 
but whose name he would not disclose, made 
piles of money; so much, in fact, that lie was 
able to build a four-story house 
with the 
profits. 
This stilt was started under the ad­ 
ministration of Warden Nelson. 
When Short 
left the prisfm lie said lie took $6,448 with 
him, all made out of the whiskey trade. 
As 
fast as he sold tho whiskey he sent his share 
of the money to a friend in Sing Sing. 
A 
large part of it, however, he sewed up in tho 
lining of his shirt, which was his own property, 
He paid to the keeper and the men who helped 
sell the whiskey more money than he got him­ 
self. 
The first year after lie started lie sold 
$30 worth per day. 
Short concluded his in­ 
formation on the subject as follows: 
There was no difficulty iu getting all the 
barley I wanted, as large quantities are used 
in the soup, and the steamboat brings up 
numerous liagsful every week. 
It was easy to 
slip up when nobody was looking, rip a hole 
in a bag of barley, and fill the pails in a few 
minutes. 
Nobody thought of looking to sec 
what was in the pails, so there was no trouble 
in carrying the barley into the store-room.— 
I used two large tubs belonging to the prison 
to make mash in. 
They were wash tubs. 
Sometimes 1 sat up all night making whiskey. 
Next morning I was weak and felt bad. 
The 
doctor couldn't tell what was the matter, but 
said that my constitution' was delicate aud or­ 
dered out door exercise. 
Of course I knew 
whai the trouble was; but it helped me, as it 
gave me the privilege of the grounds, and I 
could get ail the barley I wanted. 
I tell you, 
sir, the whiskey I made was of the very best 
quality. 
No man could lake two glasses of 
it wiihout.water. 
Sometimes the convicts would get drunk, 
and ttien they were locked up in the dark 
cells. 
They never would tell where the whis­ 
key eamo from, but told the Warden they 
found it in a bottle behind a barrel, or gave 
some other excuse. 
All the boys said that 
there never was such a man as me in prison, 
aud when I left they all declared that there 
never would be another Jim Short at Sin 
Sing. 
(Here Mr. Short smiled complacently.) 
On the 24th of March—last month—I was dis­ 
charged. 
Four or five days before I quit the business 
and sold the still to another convict, who is 
now making whiskey in tho prison. I got $100 
for the still, and told him where he could get 
another still made in case that was discovered 
and taken away. 1 ain't going to give you his 
name, 
lie is a right sharp fellow, aud one of 
his keepers is iu with him, so it would not be 
fair to tell. 
He h as'g o t a good chance to 
make a pile of money, and as he has to stay 
at Sing Sing for several years more, lie ought 
to make $20,000 clear by the time ho is ciis 
charged. 
I can’t give you the names of the 
keepers,” Short continued, “ because if ever 
I go back to Sing Sing I want to be treated 
well. 
If I was to tell on them, and go back 
they would be dowu on me.”

It is the misfortune of this sec­ 
tion to be as badly misrepresented in Con­ 
gress on that as on nearly every other public 
question. 
Not a public meeting of any kind, 
nor board of trade, nor a single citizen that 
we have heard of, has petitioned for any such 
stupendous folly; and as for that matter, edi­ 
tors of tbo most intelligent newspapers arc 
opposed to it. 
While the public sentiment of 
the state is represented at Washington as all 
one way, the fact is that inflation cannot mus­ 
ter a corporal’s guard among men of average 
education in Minnesota.” 


—Oleomargarine is troubling New Yorkers. 
It is merely a compound of animal fat, milk 
and oil, and is sold for butter. 
The cost of its 
manufacture Í3 about fourteen ceuts a pound 
and it brings in market thirty cents a pound. 
Large quantities of the article have been sold 
to tbs mill operatives in Paterson and to the 
miners in Pennsylvania, and it lias been 
shipped to the West Indies, thus destroying 
tha character of the New York market. 
The 
speculators in this compound have already es­ 
tablished manufactories in New York, Brook­ 
lyn, New Jersey, Hoboken, Newark and Bos­ 
ton, and employ persons to collect grease and 
fat from butchers’ shops and private dwellings. 
Tha matter has been brought under the notice 
of tha Butter and Cheese Exchange, and the 
members have pledged themselves not to pur­ 
chase the article, and to do all in their power 
to rid the market of it. 
A sub-committee has 
been appointed lo examine into the question 
fully, and to report the best means to lie adopt­ 
ed to prevent the introduction of oleomarga­ 
rine into ihe market. 


—In Paris, at the Theatre Francais, the 
latest sensation is a play with the usual want 
of moral that French plays have of lute. 
So 
in the “ Sphynx” the actress Croizette dies— 
and dies as literally as possible. 
This is the 
way she dies, or so it is told, and we think it 
needs no comment:

aftor she had “ jum ped” her bail, or els# he 
is in league with the Holbrook clique and has 
kidnapped aa innocent woman, iu hopes of 
satisfying the ball bond of tbe bona fide thief. 
Tho case is a mysterious one. 
The Chicago Iuter-Ocean Bays: Officer Mil­ 
ler probably took tbe woman to bls own resi­ 
dence. 
The.unfortnnste prisoner. Is reported 
as being a respectable, Intelllgent-lookiug 
young lady, and, aecordlng to her own state­ 
ment, is tbe correspondent of one of the New 
York newspapers.

NAVIGATION ON T U E HUDSON. 


P ro b a b le E ffe c t o f E s ta b lis h in g th e 
A d iro n d n c k P a r k , etc. 
The bill to establish a park on the head 
waters of the Hudson River meets with public 
favor, and we hope tbe Legislature will pass 
it. 
It sets aside for tbis purpose certain land 
now covered with tbe original forest, valuable 
only for Its timber. 
Stript of its timber and 
it is valuable for nothing but to let it be again 
overgrown with trees. 
The park, too, will be 
limited strictly to the mountain regions where 
the Hudson River rises. 
It will not include 
any of the mountains and lakes which con­ 
tribute to the Mohawk River. 
The main trib­ 
utaries of tbe Hudson obove tro y are (be Mo­ 
hawk, tbe Htosick, and tbe Battenkill, the 
two latter rising in Vermont and Massachu­ 
setts. 
It Is too la*e to think of saving the for­ 
est on tbe banks of these streams. The Legis­ 
lature might, perhaps, eave tbe forest on the 
Canada and West Canada creeks, by purchas­ 
ing the lands of the present proprietors.— 
Saving th* forests in the park and at the 
sources of tbe Hudson at Gleu’s Falls may be 
an advantage to the mill-owners and manu­ 
factories on the stream above Troy,by supply­ 
ing it with a mere constant and steadier flow 
We do not agree that denuding the Adiron 
dack regions of its forests would so diminish 
the water supply of tbe Hudson as to render 
the river comparatively useless iu summer for 
the purpose of navigation between New Bal­ 
timore and Troy. 
That navigation depends 
more on tbe oceau thau on tho sources of the 
Hudson in the Adirendacks. The forests hare 
been cut down on the banks of all th* other 
tributaries of the Hudson, and the summer 
flow of tbe river has not been materially de­ 
creased, and navigation is better than it was 
•event? years ago. 
Let tbe state and the 
United States continue their system of artifi­ 
cial improvement, and the navigation will not 
suffer for went of water from mountain re­ 
gions. 
In proof we give the following statis­ 
tics: 
In 1819 th* depth of the water at " Wash­ 
ington's bar,” opposite Roy s factory, for a 
distance of 726* feet, was four aud one-half 
feet. 
Th* depth of waler on this bar in 1867 
was at mean low water, seven and one-half 
feet, a gain of three feet. 
On Fish House bar 
in 1819, the depth of water for 2,500 feet was 
four feet; In 1852, six feet eight inches; lu 
1866, seven feet eight inches—ag ain of three 
feet two inches. On Round shoals in 1819 the 
average depth was three feet ten Inches; lo 
1152, (ive feet nine inches; and in 1866, a depth 
of seven feet six inches wa* maintained thro’ 
the whole season—a gain of three feet eight 
inches. 
On Kellogg's shoals iu 1819, there 
was four feet six inches of water; in 1152, six 
feet five inches; and in 1866, the depth was 
seven feet seven Inches—a gain of three feet 
one inch. 
On Covlll’; shoals in 1819, there 
was a depth of four feet five inches; in 1852, 
six feet six inches; in 1866, ^tlio depth was 
seven feet six inches—a gain of three feet tn t 
inch. 
The above figures are taken from actual 
measurement by the United State* ami state 
officials engaged in the work of improvement. 
A permanent addition to the depth of water 
Of more than three feet bas lieen gained by 
the artificial dyking and dredging of the chan­ 
nel. 
If another six inches coaid bo gained a 
depth of eight feet could be steadily main­ 
tained, without regard to the Adirondack for- 
est*, or th* sources of the Hudson in central 
New York, #r in New England. Those Ggnrei 
prove, contrary to the erroneous opinion gene­ 
rally beld, that the depth of water is greater 
than it was fifty years ago. 
In summer, in 
timo of low water, the flow of the Hudson 
does not materially uflect tho depth of water 
and navigation. 
The depth depends on tbe 
tides urn] the artificial contraction of tbe chan­ 
nel 
Tweaty and fifty years ago the business 
of tho river was done by scows, sloops and 
barges, drawing uot more than three or four 
feet of water, and carrying from 75 to 150 
tons. 
This business has now Increased fifty 
fold, anil the barges and steamers -draw six, 
eight, ten feet of water, and carry from 200 to 
500 tons. 
By all means establish tho park; 
but continue, also, the artificial improvement 
of tbe river, for on that navigation depends.

000 worth or bonds in Chicago, aDd who he 
stated escaped from bis custody while passing 
through Canada, turns out to be some one else. 
We learn from the Troy Times that Detective 
Miller was deposed from the Chicago force 
after Mollie escaped from him in.Canada, and 
he has sinoe been boldly assertiug that be 
would arrest her if he had.tojtravel to the ends 
of the earth after her. 
Mollie Holbrook was 
at first arrested in Chicago, but a colored 
man was found who went bail for her in the 
sum of $10,000, and that is bow she came to 
be known by the officers in that city. 
While 
in Troy, Miller gave Detective Ryan, who 
assisted him in making the arrest, a picture 
alleged to have been taken by force. 
There 
was a great resemblance between the picture 
and the woman arrested, but a diflerence was 
perceptible, and Ryan asked Miller if he was 
sure that he had the right woman, to which he 
replied: 
“ Do you think I am a fool ? Would 
1 he likely to make a mistake in relation to a 
woman with whom I traveled two days V 
On reaching Chicago with his prisoner it was 
at once apparent that Miller had the wrong 
woman, and he was unable to find any officer 
who would lock her up. 
Thejgenerally-ac- 
cepted theory being that either detective Mil­ 
ler arrested the wrong woman in New York, 
after she had “ jumped” her bail, or else he 
is in league with the Holbrook clique and has 
kidnapped an iauocent woman, in hopes of 
satisfying the bail bond of tbe bona fide thief.

He said it was bis 
intention now, as then, to break up monopoly 
and give the poor and laboring classes the 
same privilege iu river travel as the rieh. The 
Captain’s remarks were applauded aqd a vote 
of thanks extended.to him. 


NAVIGATION ON T V E HUDSON. 


Probable Effect of Establishing tbe 
Adirondack Park* etc. 
The bill to establish a park ou the head 
waters of the Hudson River meets with public 
favor, and we hope the Legislature will pass 
It sets aside for this purpose certain land 
now covered with the original forest, valuable 
only for its timber. 
Stript of its timber and 
is valuable for nothing but to let It be again 
overgrown with trees. 
The park, too, will be 
limited strictly to the mountain regions where 
the Hudson River rises. 
It will not include 
any of tbe mountains and lakes which con­ 
tribute to the Mohawk River. 
Tbe main trib­ 
utaries of the Hudson above troy are the Mo­ 
hawk, the Heosick, and the Battenkill, the 
two latter rising in Vermont and Massachu­ 
setts. 
It Is too late to think of saving the for­ 
est on tbs banks of these streams. The Legis­ 
lature might, perhaps, save the forest on the 
Canada and West Canada creeks, by purchas­ 
ing the lands of the present proprietors.— 
Saving the forests in the park and at the 
sources of the Hudson at Glen’s Falls may be 
an advantage to the mill-owners and manu­ 
factories on the stream above Troy,by supply­ 
ing it with a mere eonstant and steadier flow 
We do not agree that denuding the Ad iron 
dack regions of its forests would so diminish 
the water supply of the Hudson as to render 
the river comparatively useless in summer for 
the purpose of navigation between New Bal­ 
timore and Troy. 
That navigation depends 
more on the ocean thau on the sources of the 
Hudson in the Adirendacks. The forests have 
been cut down on the bank9 of all the other 
tributaries of tbe Hudson, and tbe summer 
flow of the river has not been materially de­ 
creased, and navigation is better than it was 
seventy years ago. 
Let the state and the 
United States continue their system of artifi­ 
cial improvement, and the navigation will not 
suffer for want of water from mountain re­ 
gions. 
In prooi we give the following statis­ 
tics: 
In 1819 the depth of the water at “ Wash­ 
ington's bar,” opposite Roy’s factory, for a 
distance of 72Cj feet, was four and one-half 
feet. The depth of water on this bar in 1867 
was at mean low water, seven and one-half 
feet, a gain of three feet. 
On Fish House bar 
in 1819, the depth of water for 2,500 feet was 
four feet; in 1852, six feet eight inches; iu 
1866, Beven feet eight inches—a gain of three 
feet two inches. On Round shoals in 1819 the 
average depth was three feet ten Inches; in 
1852, five feet nine inches; and in 1866, a depth 
of seven feet six inches was maintained thro’ 
the whole season—a gain of tbreo feet eight 
inches. 
On Kellogg’s shoals in 1819, there 
was four feet six inches of water; in 1852, six 
feet five inches; and in 1866, the depth was 
seven feet seven inches—a gain of three feet 
one inch. 
On Covill’s shoals in 1819, there 
was a depth of four feet five inches; in 1852, 
six feet six inches; in 1866, ¡.the depth was 
seven feet six inches—a gain of three feet ¿he 
inch. 
The above figures are taken from actual 
measurement by the United States and state 
officials engaged in the work of improvement. 
A permanent addition to the depth of water 
of more than three feet has been gained by 
the artificial dyking and dredging of the chan­ 
nel. 
If another six inches could be gained a 
depth of eight feet could be steadily main­ 
tained, without regard to the Adirondack for­ 
ests, or the sources of the Hudson in ceutral 
New York, er in New England. These fignres 
prove, contrary to the erroneous opinion gene­ 
rally held, that the depth of water is greater 
than it was fifty years ago. 
In summer, in 
time of low water, the flow of the Hudson 
does not materially aflect the depth of water 
and navigation. 
The depth depends on the 
tides and the artificial contraction of the chan­ 
nel. 
Tweaty and fifty years ago tho business 
of the river was done by scows, sloop3 and 
barges, drawing not moro than three or feur 
feet of water, and carrying from 75 to 150 
tons. 
This business has now lucreased fifty 
fold, and the barges and steamers -draw six, 
eight, ten feet of water, and carry from 200 to 
500 tons. 
By all means establish tho park; 
but continue, also, the artificial improvement 
or the riTer, for on that navigation depends. 
—Troy Whig.

nance relating to the sidewalks of St. Mary’s 
street, passed April 17th, 1S74. 
The Common Couucil of the city of Kingston do 
ordain as follows: 
S e c t io n l. The sidewalk on each side of St. Mary s 
street, in said city, from Hasbrouck avenue to 
Chambers street (said St. Mary's street having been 
graded to its full width,) are hereby required to be 
constructed, curbed and guttered in the manner, 
aud of the materials, and within the time herein­ 
after specifled. 
5 2. The curbs shall lie so set as to give a uniform 
width of seven feet from the street edge of the curb 
stone to the line of the street. 
{ 3. The curbs and guttors shall be laid and sot 
according to the grade heretofore established by 
the Common Council, and the curbs on the corners 
of the streets shall be set ou the proper curve.
